Fighting 


flares in 
Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Fighting 
flared across Lebanon today and 
mosques called for a Moslem uprising to 
save a pocket of Palestinian and leftist 
gunmen making a last stand against 
Christian forces besieging them in a 
Beirut slum district. 
Lebanon plunged deeper into chaos 
following a weekend of fierce fighting 
that claimed at least 359 dead and more 
than 500 wounded and forced the resigna­ 
tion of Premier Rashid Karami and his 
se v e n -m o n th -o ld 
“ s a lv a tio n 
government.” 


Karami, unable to stem the rampaging 
violence that turned Lebanon into a 
sprawling battlefield, told the nation 
“the doors to peace have now been 
shut.” 
A security bulletin said fighting sub­ 
sided considerably under the shock of 
Karami’s resignation but that clashes 
were still continuing around Beirut, its 
suburbs and throughout the countryside. 


Christian forces killed scores of 
defenders in hand-to-hand combat in the 
Karantina district. 
The clim ax to Lebanon’s worst 
weekend violence came late Sunday 
when Karami announced his resignation 
after seven months of fruitless attempts 
to establish cease-fires that, one after 
another, kept collapsing. 
“As God is my witness, I have tried to 
save this country from ruin but my ef­ 
forts have been in vain,” Karami an­ 
nounced in a faltering voice over 
nationwide television and radio. 
“The doors to peace have now been 
shut. The government no longer has any 
effectiveness and although all my efforts 
have failed. I have with a clear con­ 
science that I have done all I could. May 
God save us.” 
His resignation followed the collapse 
of two cease-fires within 24 hours ami a 
massive Christian assault on the Mos­ 
lem and Palestinian slum district of 
Karantina in northern Beirut Sunday 
morning. 
Thousands of shantytown dwellers fled 
in panic as a wind-whipped fire in a 
bombed-out warehouse spread across 
Karantina and the Christians advanced 
on foot and in jeeps in a hail of rocket, 
mortar and machinegun fire. 
Christian spokesmen said between 50 
and 70 leftists were killed and more than 
100 captured during the day-long siege. 
As word of the Karantina attack 
spread, trucks with loudspeakers began 
touring Moslem districts calling on peo­ 
ple to take up arms and launch a Jihad 
(Holy war) — the Moslem equivalent of 
a crusade. 
Palestinian guerrilla leader Yasser 
Arafat said he could no longer control his 
men and “would not be held responsible” 
for their actions following Karantina’s 
fall. 
Constitutionally, President Suleiman 
Franjieh, a Christian, must appoint 
another Sunni Moslem to succeed 
Karami as premier. But most observers 
doubted any Moslem would accept the 
job after the Karantina siege. 
More likely, Franjieh will declare a 
state of emergency and appoint a 
military government. 
Attention was also focused on Syria, 
which has threatened to invade Lebanon 
should the country drift toward partition.

Lompoc's second-year entitlement un­ 
der the Community Development Block 
Grant program has been reduced by 
$23,000, and the entire program “is 
becoming increasingly a source of em­ 
barrassment and frustration” to the 
municipal staff, city officials said today. 
The area office of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development in Los 
Angeles has notified the city ad­ 
ministrator’s office that the initial ap­ 
propriation of $242,000 for the second 
year has been reduced to $219,000 
because available funds were not as 
great as initially anticipated. 
The reduction has necessitated further 
adjustments in the city’s application, 
and the city staff is recommending that 
$20,000 of the amount be taken from the 
fire department appropriation and the 
remaining $3,000 from contingencies. 
The city council will be asked to ap 
prove the application amendment when 
it meets Tuesday night. 
The original application asked $15,000 
for the housing rehabilitation loan 
program, $65,000 for the fire department 
project, $100,000 for senior citizen ser­ 
vices and facility study, $20,000 for a 
water system improvement study, 
$20,000 for an electrical distribution 
system improvement study and $22,000 
for contingencies. 
The only changes will be dropping the 
fire department program to $45,000 and 
contingencies to $19,000.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 94th 
Congress returns for its second session 
today, with an eye on the federal budget 
and the November elections, which could 
turn out of office the wave of freshmen 
elected in 1974. 
Fighting for his political life, Ford is 
expected to reject any program that 
might swell his proposed budget of under 
$395 billion, which will be presented to 
Congress Wednesday. 
For the first time, Congress must work 
out its own budget. Under a law taking 
effect in fiscal 1977 (starting in Oc­ 
tober), Congress must meet its budget or 
raise taxes. 
Here is a summary of the main issues 
this year: 


ECONOMY — A strong push by 
Democrats for legislation creating jobs 
as long as unemployment is about 8 per 
cent and for an extension of unemploy­ 
ment benefits. 


ENERGY — Dispute over oil prices 
resolved last year; fight this year possi­ 
ble on deregulation of natural gas prices. 
Congress might try to tap military oil 
reserves for civilian use, adjust en­ 
vironmental standards to accommodate 
energy plans, tax energy users, provide 
tax incentives for energy cutbacks. No 
gas tax. 
FOREIGN AID — Waiting for congres­ 
sional approval is Ford’s request for aid 
to the Middle East, which helped make 
the interim peace agreement between 
Israel and Egypt. Ford wants $2.2 billion 
for Israel and $800 million for Egypt. 
TAXES — Prospects are for moderate 
changes but no major restructuring that 
could be ballyhooed as reform of the tax 
system. Because of the election, in­ 
dividual taxes could be cut more after 
June 30. 
CRIME — Revision of the federal 
criminal code is languishing in commit-

But sources say the success of his mis­ 
sion could be undermined by critics in 
Congress who might be reluctant to ap­ 
prove new limits on American arsenals. 
The Ford administration is caught in 
an unpleasant fix, the sources said, 
because if a new strategic arms limita­ 
tion accord is not reached detente will be 
further threatened. 
The Russians apparently are con­ 
cerned by the growing interference of 
Congress in foreign affairs and the begin­ 
ning of the 1976 presidential campaign. 
Soviet correspondents and diplomats 
have been asking if a new SALT agree­ 
ment would be approved by Congress. 
The U.S. sources said Sunday the out­ 
look for Kissinger’s talks in Moscow is 
one of hard, possibly unpleasant, bar­ 
gaining At a news conference last week, 
Kissinger said Soviet intervention in 
Angola could threaten detente. 
“These meetings are always grim,” 
said one high official. “I would not say 
they were my favorite indoor sport.” 
Kissinger has predicted only that he 
hopes to overcome the deadlock and let 
details be worked out the next two to 
three months by U.S. and Soviet 
negotiators in Geneva 


Ford will give Congress and American 
voters tonight an upbeat assessment of 
the State of the Union in its bicentennial 
year He will call for federal government 
r e str a in t w ith a th em e of the 
Revolutionary War pamphlet, "Common 
Sense” 
In advance of Ford's nationally 
televised appearance before a joint ses­ 
sion of the House and Senate, aides said 
he would couple predictions of continued 
economic growth and a dip in unemploy­ 
ment with recommendations for a Social 
Security tax increase and a cut in federal 
spending to slow inflation. 
But the officials said Ford’s 4,500-word 
speech, scheduled for 9 p.m. EST, would 
be short on new election-year proposals. 
Ford, they said, would trace great U.S. 
achievements in the nation’s first 200 
years but urge Americans to break a 
trend toward dependency on Washington 
just as the 13 original colonies rebelled 
against Britain in a struggle that began 
soon after publication of Tom Paine’s 
tract, "Common Sense.” 
The speech was billed by some aides as 
a basic blueprint for Ford’s upcoming 
presidential campaign and they said he 
would stick to the conservative posture 
and go into more detail Wednesday when 
he sends Congress a proposed federal 
budget totaling about $394 billion for the 
1977 fiscal year. They said the budget 
would be based on an anticipated $43 
billion deficit. 
Although officials ruled out any strik­ 
ing new policy changes, they said Ford 
would be making several significant 
recommendations in his message, in­ 
cluding: 
— a $10 billion increase of current tax 
cuts now scheduled to expire in July to 
assure continued econ om ic im ­ 
provement. 
— A rise in the Social Security tax rate 
next Jan. 1 from 5 85 to 6.15 per cent to 
generate an extra $4.2 billion in revenues 
needed to meet the growth of benefit 
payments. But officials said Ford would 
no longer insist on a 5 per cent ceiling on 
cost-oM iving increases for Social 
Security recipients. 
— a revision of the Medicare program 
for elderly Americans that would set a 
$500 annual limit for hospital and nursing 
care and a maximum of $250 a year on 
doctor fees. But in return for the ex­ 
panded aid, persons insured by Medicare 
would have to pay more for coverage. 
Congress rejected a similar plan in 1975. 
— Use of tax incentives to create jobs 
by letting companies in areas of high 
unemployment depreciate their invest­ 
m ents on plants, equipm ent and 
machinery faster than usual. 
— Giving states much more federal aid 
in “block grants” for education, health 
and social services rather than in 
traditional “categorical grants” to let 
state and local government officials 
have more freedom in determining how 
they use the money they get from 
Washington. Congressional Democrats 
were expected to balk at the change. Of­ 
ficials said the overall tone of Ford’s 
report would be more favorable than the 
one he gave a year ago, when he dealt at 
length with America’s energy and 
economic problems and told the nation: 
“I must say to you that the state of the 
union is not good.” 


At Soviet request, those talks, which 
were due to reconvene Jan. 12, were 
delayed until Jan. 28. The Geneva 
negotiators have been trying to work out 
details since Ford’s November, 1974, 
agreement with Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev at Vladivostok to limit each 
superpower to 2,400 strategic missiles 
and bombers. The talks are now stalled 
on whether the Soviet Backfire bomber 
and the U.S. and Soviet cruise missiles 
(pilotless bombers carrying nuclear 
warheads) should be counted against the 
2,400 ceiling.

Court upholds 
winner take 
all system 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court today upheld 
California’s "winner take all” 
system of electing delegates to 
the Republican National Con­ 
vention. 
The high court backed a deci­ 
sion handed down July 28 by a 
special three-judge panel in San 
Francisco in a case in which 
b o th 
R e p u b lic a n s 
a n d 
Democrats participated. 
Under the Republican sys­ 
tem , the ballot shows only 
n a m e s 
of 
p r e s i d e n t i a l 
aspirants, not those of prospec­ 
tive delegates to the conven­ 
tion. 
W hichever can d id ate 
collects the most votes has his 
entire slate certified as Califor­ 
nia’s exclusive representatives. 
Jam es S. Graham, suing as a 
Republican voter, argued the 
system discriminates against 
those who vote for losers. He 
argued these people should 
have balanced representation 
at the convention when the no­ 
minee is chosen. 
But the judges held this is a 
m atter for a political party 
alone to decide, so long as the 
voting process is not denied on 
account of geographic, racial or 
political differences. 
Oregon, Rhode Island and the 
District of Columbia also have 
a “winner take all” system in 
presidential primaries.

Another in the 
livery of Air France will leave 
P aris on a seven-hour run to 
Rio de Janeiro via Dakar. 
Cruising at 60,000 feet, miles 
above subsonic jetliners, it will 
fly at 1,360 m iles per hour — 
just over twice the speed of 
sound

Mary K. Wright, chairperson, Santa 
Barbara County Commission on the 
Status of Women has submitted recom­ 
mendations to the Board of Supervisors 
and to the CETA (Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act Planning 
Council) which met in Lompoc on 
January 15. in regard to possible conflict 
of interest in CTA board decisions in 
regard to allocation of federal monies to 
provide employment opportunities to the 
unemployed The recommendations are: 
The CETA Board request the opinion 
of County Counsel regarding the legality 
of CETA Council members being CETA 
program operators. In the present 
arrangement those making funding 
recommendations could be the 
recipients of such funding. (At the 
December 16,1975, meeting of this Coun­ 
cil three members who are also project 
operators, voted in favor of funding the 
current projects based on effectiveness 
rather than considering any new 


projects. ) 
The CETA Board correct this situation 
to minimize built-in conflicts of interest, 
possibly adopting a policy of not ap­ 
pointing project operators to the Council. 
The CETA Board take immediate ac­ 
tion to adopt a policy of abstention of 
voting by project operators on all issues 
involving conflict of interest. 
The CETA Board appoint more women 
to the CETA Planning Council. (Of 11 
members, there are currently only three 
women. Distribution of CETA monies 
could be more equitable if the composi­ 
tion of the Planning Council more closely 
reflects the community population.) 
These recommendations were made 
following the Status of Women Commis­ 
sion meeting in Santa Barbara on 
January 10. Following a discussion at 
that time of the funding of a project, 
Careers Unlimited, which would provide 


$50,000.00 from CETA for a training 
program in non-traditional jobs for 
women seeking employment, the follow­ 
ing motion was unanimously passed: (1) 
Expressing the Commission’s concern 
regarding the built-in conflict of interest 
on the CETA Planning Council 
membership and recommending correc­ 
tive action. (2) Indicating the Commis­ 
sion’s opinion that the Affirmative Ac­ 
tion track record of CETA for women 
has been poor due to the lack of special 
women’s programs and non-traditional* 
job training for women. 
Although there are provisions in the 
Affirmative Action Programs of all 
organizations and businesses as well as 
county government, city government 
and educational institutions, any federal 
monies for the increased employment 
of women in better paying positions, 
those goals have not been reached.

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Bradshaw, Swan pierce Cowboy defense 


MIAMI <UPI) - It was like giving a pyromaniac a match 
When the Pittsburgh Steelers got around to tweaking down 
the Dallas Cowboy defensive films last week, the coaching 
staff detected a glaring weakness 
• They seemed to be very vulnerable to the long pass," said 
Pittsburgh wide receiver Lynn Swann, a specialist in running 
under Terry Bradshaw bombs. "We decided to go after it." 
And go after it Swann and the Steelers did, employing the 
long pass to set up one touchdown and score another in 
providing Pittsburgh with a 21-17 victory over the Dallas 
Cowboys Sunday in Super Bowl X. giving the Steelers their 
second consecutive NFL championship. 
Swann caught four passes for a devastating 161 yards, 
including a 64-varder with 3:02 left in the game to give the 


Steelers a 21-10 lead and enable them to hang on to the four- 
point victory. 
Swann, who caught a 32-yarder in the first quarter to set up 
Pittsburgh’s initial touchdown, was named the game’s most 
valuable player for his performance-which was even more 
remarkable when you consider he was carried off the field 
with a concussion two weeks ago in the American 
Conference title game against Oakland. 
Swann was in the hospital for two days and did not resume 
practicing with the Steelers until they arrived in Florida ear­ 
ly last week.

Swann's touchdown pass came on a third-and-four situa­ 
tion when, with just a five-point lead and time running out, 
logic pointed to a Franco Harris sweep or just about 
anything else but a long pass. 
"Terry called it in the huddle and I really don’t know 
why,” Swann said of the game-winning TD.

Phoenix win 


PHOENIX, Aril. (U PI) - Bob Gilder 
is finding it hard to believe even now, 
and it all may not really sink in for 
another day or two. 


The 25-year-old rookie pro from Cor­ 
vallis, Ore., playing in only his second 
PGA event after finally winning his play­ 
ing card on the fourth try, took the 
$200,000 Phoenix Open Sunday by two 
shots over Roger Maltbie, the 1975 
Rookie of the Year. 


Lee Trevino, one of the old pros Gilder 
beat, naturallyy was disappointed he 
didn’t do better (he finished in a tie for 
third), but he was enthusiastic about 
Gilder. 
"That kid can play," said Trevino. 
"He hits the ball a ton off the tee and he 
has a nice touch on the greens. Hell, 
that’s all you need out here to win." 


Gilder was beside himself when he 
realized he was the winner. Last week, in 
his first PGA event, he failed to make 
the cut at Tucson, a tournament Johnny 
Miller won by three shots. 
"It’s unbelievable that I can start this 
way,” said Gilder. ” 1 knew I could play 
well enough to win, but this is fantastic. I 
still can’t believe it. Everyone said to get 
out of the Monday qualifying as soon as I 
could but this is something. I did it 
almost off the back.” 
Gilder, who finally got through the 
PGA school last fall, shot a final round 
four under 67. His previous rounds were 
68,67 and 66, so he had a 72-hole score of 
16 under par 268. It marked the first time 
in his life he had ever shot four con­ 
secutive rounds in the 60s. 
While everything seemed to be falling 
in place for Gilder, Maltbie had more 
than his share of frustration. 
The youngster from San Jose, Calif., 
who won at Quad Cities and Pleasant 
Valley last year as a rookie, had taken 
the lead into the final round after 
shooting 65,65 and 70 in the first three.

It didn't take the Lompoc Braves long to find out they were 
in for a rough time Friday night. 
Their opponents, the Cabrillo Conqs, hit their first nine 
field goal attempts.

College basketball’s newest "giant 
killer" is staking a title claim on what 
used to be exclusive territory. 
Oregon State, an unheralded team at 
the start of the college basketball 
season, knocked off its second high- 
ranking opponent in two weeks Saturday 
night when it handed third-ranked 
Washington its first loss of the season, 
72-70. As a result the Beavers are 
currently all alone in first place in the 
Pacific Eight Conference. 
For most of the past decade the Pac 
Eight has been firmly ruled by UCLA, 
which has won eight consecutive con­ 
ference titles. But Oregon State proved 
earlier this month that UCLA is no 
longer invincible by whipping the Bruins, 
then ranked second, at Corvallis, Ore. 
Coach Ralph Miller’s 20th-ranked 
Beavers, sporting a perfect 44 record in 
the Pac Eight and an 114 mark overall, 
showed its victory over UCLA was no 
fluke by defeating Washington at Seattle. 
Lonnie Shelton's jump shot with nine se­ 
conds left proved to be the decisive 
points as the Beavers snapped the 
Huskies’ 15-game winning streak. 
Fifth-ranked Wake Forest and 
seventh-ranked North Carolina also had 


their problems over the weekend. Wake 
Forest was beaten by Clemson 86-81

Duke 89-87 Saturday night, met defeat 
Sunday at the hands of intrastate rival

Brazelton. Santa Barbara at­ 
torney, and fellow board 
members heard testimony dur­ 
ing an all-day session in the 
County Administration Building 
from peroperty owners, County 
Assessor William Cook and 
water district officials. 
The board is planning another 
meeting Tuesday, but it was not 
indicated whether or not a deci­ 
sion will be made on the Goleta 
cases at that time. An earlier 
session is planned Monday con­ 
cerning appeal cases from lan­ 
downers who have vineyards in 
the Santa Maria and Tepusquet 
area, an appeals board staffer 
said. 


Accidents during 1975 in­ 
creased substantially over 1974 
in the Santa Ynez and Lompoc 
Valleys. Total accidents were 
up 17 per cent from 428 to 499 
with injury accidents showing a 
30 per cent increase from 149 to 
194 according to Lieutenant R. 
A. Dzamba. commander of the 
Buellton Area of the California 
Highway Patrol. 
Fatal accidents dropped from 
14 to 10. the lieutenant reports, 
and the number killed fell from 
15 to 14. At the same time, the 
number injured in 1975 rose 30 
per cent from 214 in 1974 to 279. 
Local officers are not dis­ 
mayed by this apparently large 
increase in traffic collisions, 
Dzamba states. The year 1974 
must be remembered as the 
year of the gasoline shortage 
with significant decreases in 
the number of miles driven. 
This last year saw traffic back 
to the pre-gas shortage levels 
and in fact increasing beyond 
1973 levels. 
Locally, the number of acci­ 
dents in all categories has been 
reducing each year with the ex­ 
ception of 1974 which was not 
representative of the norm. 
When comparing 1975 to 1973, 
there was a drop of 5 per cent in 
total accidents and a 3 per cent 
decrease in those accidents in­ 
volving injury or death. 
In other areas of concern, 
Dzamba reports that though 
drunken driving arrests rose 14 
per cent during the year, acci­ 
dents caused by the drunk 
driver increased 10 per cent. 
This is a major concern of local 
officers and will continue to be 
an area of prime enforcement 
effort. 
Vehicle speeds on Rte. 101 
gradually increased during the 
last six months of 1975 in spite 
of a 51 per cent increase in the 
number of speed citations is­ 
sued locally as compared to 
1974. Dzamba related. During 
the year70per cent of arrests by 
the Highway Patrol locally 
were for speeding. This effort 
will not decrease until drivers 
comply with the 55 mph speed 
limit, according to the lieute­ 
nant. 
Major areas of concern dur­ 
ing the 1976 calendar year in­ 
clude effecting reductions in 
fatal and injury accidents, 
reducing the 85 percentile speed 
( that speed, at or below, which 
85 per cent of the vehicles are 
traveling), reduction in the 
number of drunken driving ac­ 
cidents, and improved oc­ 
cupational safety records for 
local officers.

Gag orders - 


censorship 


In our opinion, one of the 
most serious moves towards 
denying the people’s right to 
know is currently being exer­ 
cised at a rapid rate by the 
judicial branch of government 
in the growing number of gag 
orders issued to the media. 
For the second time in less 
than three months a trial 
judge, State Supreme Court 
Justice John R. Starkey of 
New York, has sought to stop 
the press from printing public 
information about defendants 
in murder trials. 
L ast N ovem ber, U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice Harry 
A. Blackmun upheld an order 
by a Nebraska judge, Hugh 
Stuart, which barred reporting 
of pre-trial testimony — in­ 
cluding alleged confessions — 
in the case of Erwin C. Si- 
mants, accused of murdering 
six members of a family in 
North Platte. 
Last Friday, the New York 
Tim es disobeyed Judge 
Starkey’s directive not to 
print background information 
about a murder suspect. TYiis 
action came one day after 17 
major news organizations 


asked the U.S. Supreme Court 
to bar the use of judicial gag 
orders. 
Along with the nation’s 
responsible press, we are sym­ 
pathetic to the rights of defen­ 
dants, but we are not per­ 
suaded that anyone knows, or 
can know, whether publication 
will injure the rights of a 
defendant. 
Those who claim in the argu­ 
ment that publicity hurt the 
trial of Dr. Sam Shepherd keep 
forgetting about the acquittals 
in the last few years of John 
Mitchell and Maurice Stans, of 
Black Panthers in New York, 
and of radicals elsewhere, 
despite the great deal of un­ 
favorable publicity. 
Whether news may bias a 
jury is conjecture, pure and 
simple, and by no means a 
foundation solid enough to 
justify censorship. 
We grant that there may be 
extraordinary circumstances 
that could possibly justify rare 
exceptions. However, the goal 
of preventing jury bias is not 
achieved by, and does not 
justify, official restraint of the 
flow of news to the public.

The $6 million 


The six million dollars the CIA has 
given/will give to select political can­ 
didates in Italy needs to be examined 
from several points of view before the 
whole business is dismissed as yet one 
more venal act by the CIA. 
Question No. 1. Is (or was — now that 
the operation is blown, everything is 
changed) the idea — 
was the idea — a good 
one? I find it very dif­ 
ficult to answer that 
question, and wish 
that others would find 
it difficult also. Any 
number of criticisms 
have been made, some 
of them suggesting 
that we were propos­ 
ing to pay six million 
dollars to corrupt 
Italian politicians who 
would simply endorse 
the checks over to Swiss bank accounts. 
Others suggest that we are shoring up a 
political party that is hopelessly inept - 
that, in the words of Mr. Tom Wicker, we 
are “subsidizing inefficiency, ineptitude, 
laiziness, graft and favoritism.” 
Now I wonder why it is so quickly as­ 
sumed that the administrators of the 
Central Intelligence Agency are stupid? 
I do not doubt that there are stupid men 
in the CIA, though there is no reason to 
believe that the level of that stupidity is 
higher than, say, that of federal judges, 
or municipal comptrollers, or college 
professors. But it is a fact that in recent 
months we are asked to believe that any 
maneuver by the CIA is presumptively 
stupid. The only egregiously stupid thing 
done by the CIA’s principal spokesmen in 
recent months is to have relied on the 
word of Congressional committees that 
their testimony will be kept confidential. 
But it is a reflection not so much on the 
CIA as on American institutions, when 
American officials cannot reasonably 
rely on the word of other American of­ 
ficials. 
It is after all possible that the six 
million dollars were discreetly targeted 
to bolster the very best people within the 
Christian Democratic Party. To bolster 
precisely those who are fighting corrup­ 
tion, nepotism, graft, inefficiency, and 
inflation. Until the contrary is proved, it 
would make sense to withhold judgment 
on the matter. 
Question No. 2 is. Does the CIA have 
any business getting into Italian politics? 
I do not see how that question can be 
answered negatively unless one is also 
prepared to say that the United States 
has no business entering into the NATO 
Alliance. The NATO Alliance was 
designed (by the way. principally at the 
urging of the European powers, and for 
obvious reasons) to prevent effective 
Soviet control over European affairs. 
From time to time the Russians have

found it necessary to use tanks to run 
over refractory citizens who reside in 
the satellite states; but not often. 


The NATO powers, in other words, 
were keenly aware 25 years ago that the 
chosen manner of the Soviet Union is to 
work through nationals of the target 
power. This was done brilliantly in 
Czechoslovakia through a coup d’etat. 
Modes change, along with rhetoric. And 
in an age of detente, there is the accom­ 
panying patter about indigenous Com­ 
munist parties, free of Moscow control. 
The trouble is, there is only one such in 
that area of the world. It is Yugoslavia. 
And it survives (precariously — let us 
see what happens after Tito dies) thanks 
to the most massive transfusion Of 
American aid in history. We have spent 
more money per capita on Yugoslavia 
than on any other country in the world. 


Accordingly, in 1948 we gave massive 
help to the non-Communist parties of Ita­ 
ly, and saved the day there by a whisper. 
NATO survives; its objectives are clear­ 
ly stated in writing. It is no more an in­ 
terference in Italian politics to help the 
Italians, who, however ineptly, struggle 
for national independence, than it is to 
conclude a treaty which envisions the 
possibility of making war not exclusively 
against Russians, but against Italian 
agents of Russia. 


The neo-isolationists are pressing us 
everywhere. Their derogation of the 
CIA, of foreign aid to non-Communist 
Angolans, their criticism of our attitude 
toward AUende, pitches us toward a 
supreme purpose: the abrogation, inex- 
plicitly, of all our mutual defense 
treaties. It may be that those who scof­ 
fed about the domino theory in Vietnam 
will wake to find that they would not 
hazard a guess just how far the collaps­ 
ing dominoes would take us.

6. Freedom’s way — U.S.A. 
The survival of democracy, we 
believe, depends on public participation. 
We complain that there are no real 
leaders. But the government official who 
is elected by only a majority of a 
minority becomes inevitably overtaken 
by the reality that he has no mandate to 
do anything; indeed, he has no real idea 


of what the people want done. 
In a democracy, if there is no popular 
following, there can be no bold leaders — 
only wheelers and dealers engaged in 
backroom manipulations that are often 
against the public interest. For rest as­ 
sured, the special interest lobbyists will 
not desert their posts just because the 
people do. 
Whether democracy is really in trou­ 
ble rests upon the distinction between 
two words. Is the national mood one of 
skepticism or cynicism? 
Skepticism is the doubt which takes 
the form of questioning, probing, testing. 
As such, it is the essential ingredient of 
free government. Cynicism is the doubt 
that sneers and derides and says that 
only selfishness motivates politics. 
The difference between skepticism 
and cynicism is the difference between 
“show me” and “don’t bother me," 
between periodic regeneration inspired 
by popular demand or irreversible 
decline into the apathy which ensures 
that every measure will fail and which in

the end begets a Caesar. 
The American democracy is today 
teetering toward cynicism, thereby in­ 
viting fulfillment of Abraham Lincoln’s 
prophecy that America, though it could 
not be conquered by a foreign foe, could 
fall through internal demoralization; 
that America would either live forever 
or die a suicide. 


There are many outward signs that our 
democracy is seriously endangered by 
the one eternal threat that can bring it 
down — the refusal of the people to par­ 
ticipate. 


Candidates sense the public antipathy 
toward government. They are running 
under the banner that they are not politi­ 
cians or that they have no past associa­ 
tion with the office for which they run. 
This reflects a presumed general senti­ 
ment that party regulars and incumbent 
office holders are. ipso facto, painted by 
failure, falsehood and malfeasance. This 
is a dangerous game. 
But we believe that the national mood 


ot discontent, as in times past, will 
resolve itself on the side of hope, par­ 
ticipation and reform — an outcome 
justified by a national history of un­ 
paralleled achievement. 
The battle must not be lost, however, 
by default. The degree of public par­ 
ticipation is the decisive factor, from 
which the vitality of democracy flows. 
It must be encouraged in ways large 
and small. We urge you, therefore, to 
make a nine-cent investment in the 
bicentennial and to mail in your vote for 
the historic slogan. In a small but real 
way, it would be a vote far America. 
Footnote: The voting for the official 
bicentennial slogan will continue until 
midnight, February 16. The six finalists 
will be listed in Newsweek, Time, Peo­ 
ple, U.S. News and World Report and tv 
guide. The finalists will also be posted in 
all F.W. Woolworth stores and Holiday 
Inns across the country, as well as many 
supermarkets, theaters and other stores. 
The winning official slogan will be an­ 
nounced on Mardi 21.
